Three Jurist* and Two Col* 


lege Presidents, 


Ikftetat el MM Apmteftd to ComUar in Im- 


portant Matltr. 


WASHITOTOS, Jan. 9.-It U the presi- 


dent's intention to have tbe Venezuelan 
boundary commission meet AS soon as 
possible, but be hat not yet decided when 
to eaU the primary ineetlng. The presi- 
dent lost night announced the composi- 
tion of the commission, which will consist 
of five members, aa follows: 


David J Brewer of Kansas, justice of 


the United States supreme court. 


Richard H. Alvey of Maryland, chief 


justice of the court t>f appeal* of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


Andrew D. White ot {Tew York. 
Frederick R. Coudert of New York. 
Dnniel C. Oilman of Maryland. 
The commission is regarded here among 


those who had an opportunity to see tho 
list of names after thej wore made public 
as a very satisfactory one, whose opinions 
and conclusions Wi|l be received by the 
American public with that confidence 
which th,e standing of the members of 
the commission In the public eye inspires. 


All of the above named persons will ac- 


cept the places to which they have been 
appointed, and are expected to assemble 
in Washington as soon as practicable with 
a view to their swearing in and entering 
upon their work. 


The appointments are made In compli- 


ance with a resolution of congress, passed 
at the request of President Cleveland, and 
the work of the commissioners will be to 
examine atid collect evidence, with A view 
to determining the true divisional lino be- 
tween Venezuela and British Guiana. 


The conclusions reached by the commis- 


sion will ba reported to the president for 
his information In connection with any 
further representations and communica- 
tions that may be made by this govern- 
ment to Great Britain in connection with 
the boundary line dispute between tha 
latter country and Venezuela. 


All BUn of Note. 


Justice Brewer is a Republican In poli- 


tics, and about 68 years of age. He Is a 
graduate of Yale, and has spent consider- 
able time in the practice of his profession 
in Kansas, where he filled a number of 
judicial offices. In 1884 he was appointed 
circuit court judge of the United States 
for the Eighth district, and was appointed 
associate justice of the supreme court in 
December, 1889, by President Harrison. 


Richard H. Alvey is a Democrat In poli- 


tics and a man ot marked legal ability. 
It was the great reputation he gained aa 
judge in the Maryland courts which led 
President Cleveland, in the absence of 
political influence on Judge Alvey's part. 
to appoint him to the position ot chief 
justice ot the court of appeals of this dis- 
trict. He is about 60 years of age. 


Andrew D. White was born in Homer, 


N. Y., Nov. 17, 1387. He was graduated 
from Yale in 1863, and spent two years in 
Europe, part ot the time as attache of the 
American legation at St. Petersburg He 
returned home In ItifiU, and in the follow- 
ing year was elected professor of history 
and English literature in the University 
of Michigan. In 18K he resigned because 
of poor health and -returned to his former 
home in Syracuse, where he was elected 
to the state senate. He was re-elected in 
1801. In 1878 he became first president of 
Cornell university, which post he filled 
until 1885, when failing health compelled 
him to retire. He was one of the com- 
missioners to Santo Domingo in 1871. He 
was president of the Republican state con- 
vention of, New York in October of the 
same year, and was United States minister 
to Germany from 1879 to 1881. In 1893 
President Harrison appointed Mr. White 
minister to Russia to succeed Charles E. 
Smith. Mr. White has pnbUsbed many 
volumes, besides contributing to periodi- 
cals. Mr. White is a Republican In poli- 
tics. 


Frederick R. Coudert Is a Democrat in 


politics, and is one of the best known men 
of the bar in New York. Mr. Condert 
was one of the counsel for the United 
States on the Behring sea commission, 
and in that capacity he made one of the 
most eloquent and effective speeches de- 
livered In behalf of tbe American conten- 
tious. 


The last named of the commission, Dan- 


iel C. Gilman, is president of Johns Hop- 
kins university, and is -well known as an 
authority on 'international law. He was 
at one time president of the University ot 
California, and was later called to take up 
the work of the organization of the uni- 
versity of which he is now at the head. 
On* ot his principal acquisitions is the 
mastery of the 
science 
of physical 


geography. He is the author of a life of 
President Monroe. Mr. Oilman hag never 
figured prominently in politics. At the 
White House it U stated that he has no 
politics, but his pr6cllvltles are under- 
stood to be Republican. 


The two gnat parties, U will be seen, 


are equally represented on the commission, 
with tho fifth member having no out- 
spoken politics. 


In Old Hand*. 


BOSTON, Jan. B.—Stephen O'Meara to- 


day resumes the management of the Bos- 
ton Journal, from which he resigned last 
March. The new management declares 
its position aa follows: The Journal re- 
turns today to Its former management. 
This means a stalwart support of th i prin- 
ciples and public policies for which it has 
stood for more than a generation. It will 
continue to represent fully in New Eng- 
land tbe Republican party of the country 
It will vole* the Republicanism ot New 
England In its broadest sense.

Italian banker, formerly of this city, la 
wanted in 
Bridgeport, Conn. It is 


claimed that many ol his oonntrvmen in 
this city and in Connecticut deposited 
money with him, but that he suddenly 
disappeared and is now reported to lie 
in Italy.

Germany's .interests demand that tbe in- 
dependent republic shall be maintained in- 
tact, and we expect Germany to interpose 
with all possible emphasis to assist Presi- 
dent Kruger. 


TheVosslsche Zeitung flays: The pro- 


ceedings of the British South African com- 
pany cannot be tolerated, and Germany 
must Immediately take energetic steps to 
protect (the South African republic. The 
paper expresses hope that Dr. Leyd, the 
secretary of state of the South African re- 
public, who is now in Berlin and in close 
communication with the foreign office, has 
telegraphed to Pretoria that Germany 
will grunt the Boers protection that will 
not be merely diplomatic. 


It is reported that Emperor William has 


promised his moral support to the Boers, 
and has indicated that he may take other 
measures if Great Britain persists in her 
present course.
